The cultivation of the 
sugar beet in 


California is destined 
to subserve 
a 


purpose ofwhich our 
people are 
yet 


unaware 
Some time after the intro- 


duction of beet 
growing 
in Europe 


the farmers 
found 
that 
their 
lands 


were becoming sterile, repeated 
fail- 


ures of the crop 
warning 
them 
that 


some eltbrt must be made 
to supply a 


deftcincy 
in 
the 
soil. 
As 
usual in 


Europe the 
chemist 
was 
consulted, 


and analysis of the soil revealed 
tiie 


fact that the potasli 
was 
exhausted. 


This element was a superfluous ouein 
the beet, so far as chemical 
utility is 


eoneerned, 
rendering the molasses 
so 


strong as to be uutll food for man or 
beast. 
As potash was a costly fertiliz- 


er and the beet sugar and molasses 
an 


almost worthless product 
the farmers 


were 
recommended 
to return the mo- 


lasses to the soil 
instead of selling it. 


This they have done, and the beet root 
lands remain 
as 
productive as 
ever. 


Tbe potash is the salts or alkali of the 
laud. 
This 
element, 
deleterious 
to 


most vegetation, 
is the life of the beet 


and its presence 
all over California ac- 


counts for the mammoth 
growth 
of 


this plant. 
Hence it is manifest that 


the common beet is the first antidote 
for alkali, and when 
this has 
taken 


away a certain percentage 
of the pot- 


ash, is to be followed 
by 
the 
sugar 


beet. 
The former willbe valuable for 


feed to hogs and cattle 
and the latter 


for the manufacture 
of suerar. 
The 


beet sugar factory 
at 
Sacramento 
is 


now paying five dollars 
per 
ton, an 


acre yielding six toii9 of some 
beets 


some six thousand 
tons 
being grown 


in that section this season.
